doubt about the light rays, a8 in the tropics 
wo cruld seo mountaios 45 miles off and 
alao read small print, 80 we came to the 
deoxidising raya to. satisfy the cuqaoscenti 
that they had somo effect upon the flying 
fish, Tho C.E. insisted that it must be doe 
to tho mviature or dew; the hygromoter 
was brought into use ; other fish were placed 
in the dow, but out of the moun’s rays, and 
wero faund good and sweet in the morning, 
Thus the sailors’. yarn (as many a steward 
hag found to his cusl) was found to bo true. | 
The udage that the-proof of the pudding is 
in the eating of it waa anggested, but the 
OE neknonledged his defeat by not eating 
tho fish. Semoe m:intnined the idea thot 
these fish ought to huyo become putrid in 
tho snnshine because of its actiniam, but 
there they wero met with the fact tht in 
South America and in many lands, the 
newly-killed meat ia exposed to the sun’s 
rays wid eo preserved, simply becauas tho 
beat raya dry up the moisture of tho moat.

the dried monks at Fiuriuua, und rightly 
attribated thoir preservation to. thy: dry- 
nese'of the air, Many’ other interesting 
effeots wo fonud were due to the chemical 
raysofsun snd moon, ‘he writer had in 
his. possesaicn a picture taken in Ceylun by 
mounlight which is well defined, but the 
exposure must-have. ben a long one. 
Another. curious fact is iat oxygen is 
doubtless, extracted from our clothes. by 
the deuxidising rays of the sun. Many 
tailora will suy when their, clothes look 
dingy, that it is duo.(o the aun, and 
thatif tho clothes be stowed away and if 
the dyes, (whether metallic oxide,.or vega- 
table} ure good, the fataic will re-abaorb: 
oxygeu in the dark and present the ap. 
pewrance of new luther, Sailors often 
notices that on turning out their *long- 
shore’ clothes, they luk quite +a good as 
roe, A further illustration is found in the 
fuctthat in spring plan's Jouk for actinic. 
rays to aid (heir germination, and at that 
period tho violot rays in tho spectrust uf 
the sun are most provalent. They declive 
towards summer and autamn, when the 
nd or licat raya are moro powerfal. 
Bleachers lay out theie yarn and washer - 
women white garments to- be bleached by 
the moon's rays. 

Thus our aitention is drawn to the fact 
that the heat.rays of the sun re not reftet- 
ed by the moon with the. other raya, 
The writer caunet remember ever heving 
seen a Junar rainhyw, iu which the red or 
bent raya were collected by the moon from 
the aun snd refracted into. the lunur ria 
bow. . By this we coma te the conctusion 
that the ted being 60 least refravgible rays 
of the sun wore not reflected, ‘dnt that the 
other raya, being more refrangible, were.
